Supplement  A  (1) 

THE  main  volume  of  the  Catalogue  of  Manuscripts,  pub- 
lished in  1965  by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Press,  de- 
scribed the  manuscripts  accessioned  and  catalogued  before  the 
end  of  1963.  In  its  introduction  Mr.  Zacour  and  I  anticipated 
the  publication  of  supplements  in  future  issues  of  The  Library 
Chronicle.  The  "series  A"  will  describe  manuscripts  catalogued 
between  1964  and  early  1969.  It  is  our  hope  and  expectation 
that  substantial  additions  will  continue  to  be  made,  leading  later 
to  a  "series  B." 

The  supplement  A  follows  the  arrangement  and  the  style  of 
the  main  volume.  It  will  contain  between  250  and  350  entries, 
conclude  with  an  index,  and  also  contain  a  list  of  corrections  to 
the  original  volume,  based  on  information  kindly  supplied  by 
individual  users  and  extracted  from  detailed  and  valuable  reviews. 
Numbers  omitted  are  assigned  to  post- 1800  manuscripts. 

The  introduction  to  the  printed  volume  contained  a  character- 
ization of  the  University's  collections  of  manuscripts  worth 
repeating:  "The  main  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  text  manu- 
scripts, hopuig  that  they  would  serve  faculty  members  and  doc- 
toral candidates,  and  that  they  would  be  useful  in  the  training 
of  students."  Ever  increasing  use  of  the  manuscripts  shows 
clearly  that  this  expectation  was  justified. 

Expenditures  for  manuscripts  by  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania have  never  been  lavish  and  whatever  has  been  accomp- 
lished has  been  done  with  a  minimum  strain  on  finances.  Donors 
have  helped  in  quite  a  few  instances  and  this  time  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  give  them  due  credit  in  descriptive  notes.  For 
omissions  I  apologize. 

Once  again  it  is  the  compiler's  pleasant  duty  to  acknowledge 
the  help  of  others,  and  especially  of  Messrs.  John  F.  Benton, 
Gino  Corti,  Bernard  J.  Ford,  and  Mrs.  Natalie  Terrell.

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Note  on  The  Alma  Mahler  Werfel  Collection 

Adolf  Klarmann* 
Rudolf  Hirsch** 

IT  is  a  rare  event  when  the  comparatively  complete  corre- 
spondence of  an  important  person  survives  more  or  less  intact 
and  finds  a  home  in  an  institution  which,  in  observance  of  its 
obligation  towards  the  donor  and  to  scholarship,  preserves  it 
and  indexes  it  carefully,  thereby  assuring  its  accessibility  to 
scholars.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  Anna  Mahler  (daughter 
of  Gustav  and  Alma  Mahler),  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
recently  received  over  5,000  items  consisting  of  papers  from  the 
files  of  Mrs.  Alma  Mahler  Werfel.  The  following  resume  gives 
the  main  features  of  the  collection.  Complete  and  detailed  cal- 
endaring and  analysis  of  the  contents  have  begun  and  will  be 
carried  on  over  an  extended  period.  It  is  not  too  early,  however, 
to  bring  this  important  acquisition  to  the  attention  of  the 
Friends  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Libraries,  and  to  po- 
tential users  outside  our  university. 

Alma  Mahler  Werfel  (a  magnetic  personality,  and  the  wife  of 
three  great  men,  the  composer  Gustav  Mahler,  the  architect 
Walter  Gropius,  and  the  author  Franz  Werfel)  was  tied  by  bonds 
of  friendship  to  a  great  number  of  outstanding  men  and  women. 
Most  of  them  are  represented  in  this  collection.  The  earliest 
item  is  from  the  year  1883,  antedating  Mrs.  Mahler  Werfel's 
own  activity  as  a  correspondent.  The  item  in  question  is  a  four- 
page  manuscript  entitled  Symphonisches  Fragment,  written  by 
"Fritz"  (so  far  unidentified)  for  Gustav  Mahler.  Letters  from 
and  to  Mahler  are  to  be  found  in  a  typewritten  ledger.  In  the 
same  form  appear  letters  from  Oskar  Kokoschka,  Hans  Pfitzner, 
from  Franz  Werfel  to  Alma,  Arnold  Schonberg,  Anton  von 
Webem  and  Richard  Strauss,  early  letters  from  Gerhart  Haupt- 
mann,  Arthur  Schnitzler,  Hugo  von  Hofmannsthal  and  Richard 
Dehmel.  Many  of  these  are  also  represented  by  original  letters. 
Originals  from  the  earliest  part  of  this  century  are  not  numerous, 
and  presumably  are  lost,  since  as  the  result  of  the  events  preced- 
ing World  War  II  the  Werfels  were  forced  to  leave  Austria,  first

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going  to  France,  ultimately  settling  in  the  United  States.  Never- 
theless there  are  extant  from  this  period  Alma's  diary  for  the 
years  1898-1902  (i.e.  before  her  marriage  to  Gustav  Mahler); 
and  five  original  telegrams  received  from  Gerhart  Hauptmann, 
Thomas  Mann,  Richard  Strauss,  Gustav  Charpentier  and  Dr. 
Burckhardt  (the  director  of  the  Burgtheater)  at  the  time  of 
Gustav  Mahler's  death  in  1 9 1 1 .  In  general  we  can  promise  that 
the  list  of  early  correspondents  will  be  impressive  once  the 
present  rough  indexing  has  been  refined. 

The  collection  is  especially  rich  for  the  period  after  ca,  1930. 
In  this  part  the  hterary,  artistic  and  political  life  of  Austria  and 
Germany,  and — from  1940  on — of  the  United  States  is  por- 
trayed. Very  few  letters  are  of  minor  importance.  The  majority, 
including  those  by  lesser,  or  practically  unknown,  persons  will  be 
of  interest  to  historians.  These,  too,  frequently  refer  to  persons 
who  were  (some  still  are)  in  the  public  eye,  or  to  dramatic  and 
telling  events.  For  example,  included  are  letters  by  the  Austrian 
dramatist  Franz  Theodor  Csokor,  whose  odyssey  of  flight  from 
the  Nazis  takes  us  to  Poland,  Rumania,  Yugoslavia,  and  finally 
to  Italy.  Another  lot  gives  the  full  story  of  the  controversy  over 
the  editing  and  the  performances  of  Mahler's  unfinished  Tenth 
Symphony.  The  collection  is  replete  with  letters  from  Werfel's 
publishers  (especially  Bermann-Fischer  and  Ben  Huebsch  of 
Viking)  and  correspondence  with  translators.  The  warm  rela- 
tionship between  Alma  Werfel  and  the  one-time  chancellor  of 
Austria,  Kurt  von  Schuschnigg,  is  attested  by  17  letters. 

Though  it  is  tempting  to  refer  to  more  of  such  specific  groups, 
we  feel  it  might  be  more  useful  to  list  some  of  the  important 
men  and  women  whose  letters,  cards  and  telegrams  are  to  be 
found  in  the  collection:  among  artists  we  name  Ludwig  Bemel- 
mans,  Marc  Chagall,  Vasilii  Kandinsky,  Oskar  Kokoschka  and 
Emil  Orlik.  Authors  are  naturally  well  represented;  we  single 
out:  Hermann  Broch,  Max  Brod,  Martin  Buber,  Lion  Feucht- 
wanger,  Bruno  Frank,  Gerhart  Hauptmann  and  Mrs.  Hauptmann, 
Hugo  von  Hofmannsthal,  James  Joyce,  Franz  Kafka,  Else 
Lasker-Schiiler,  Theodor  Lessing  (with  an  important  discussion 
of  Werfel's  attitude  towards  religion),  Emil  Ludwig,  Thomas 
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Mann,  and  Mrs.  Mann,  Heinrich  Mann,  Alfred  Neumann,  Clif- 
ford Odets,  Kurt  Pinthus,  Romain  Rolland,  Anna  Seghers,  Rene 
Schickele,  Frank  Thiess,  Fritz  von  Unruh,  Jakob  Wassermann, 
Frank  Wedekind,  Thornton  Wilder,  Stefan  Zweig  and  Carl 
Zuckmayer.  Among  composers  represented  are  Alban  Berg, 
Benjamin  Britten,  Erich  Wolfgang  Komgold,  Ernst  Krenek, 
Franz  Lehar,  Darius  Milhaud,  Hans  Pfitzner,  Arnold  Schonberg, 
Richard  Strauss,  Igor  Stravinsky,  Anton  von  Webem  and  Kurt 
Weill;  among  conductors,  Leonard  Bernstein,  Fritz  Busch, 
Wilhelm  Furtwangler,  Erich  Kleiber,  Otto  Klemperer,  Serge 
Koussevitzky,  Willem  Mengelberg,  Dimitri  Mitropoulos,  Her- 
mann Scherchen,  Leopold  Stokowski  and  Bruno  Walter.  Finally 
among  the  celebrities  of  opera  and  stage  we  mention  only  a  few: 
Elisabeth  Bergner,  Marlene  Dietrich,  Lotte  Lenya,  Lotte  Leh- 
mann,  Erwin  Piscator  and  Max  Reinhardt. 

Included  in  the  collection  are  drafts  in  the  characteristic 
handwriting  of  Alma,  and  carbons  of  letters  from  Franz  Werfel, 
a  few  signed  and  others  initialed. 

Special  attention  should  be  drawn  to  some  of  Werfel's  own 
papers  in  the  correspondence  files:  the  stage  directions  for 
Juarez,  a  version  of  Jacobowsky,  his  Aus  der  Ddmmerung  einer 
Welt,  a  film  expose  of  his  last  novel  Star  of  the  Unborn,  a  drama- 
tized version  by  Iris  English  of  the  Forty  Days  of  Musa  Dagh,  a 
number  of  poems,  and  personal  documents,  including  Werfel's 
passport,  his  "carte  d'identite"  of  1938  and  a  "sauf  conduit"  of 
1940.  Alma  Mahler  Werfel  apparently  kept  all  letters  and  tele- 
grams received  at  the  time  of  Werfel's  death,  7 1  all  told,  includ- 
ing one  four-page  card  of  condolence  with  the  signatures  of 
many  of  his  friends. 

This  brief  notice  brings  the  Alma  Mahler  Werfel  correspond- 
ence and  papers  to  the  attention  of  those  who  may  wish  to  con- 
sult the  collection.  We  are  also  proud  to  have  been  chosen  as 
the  custodians  of  so  important  a  gift,  and  deeply  grateful  to  the 
donor,  Anna  Mahler. 

At  the  present  writing  an  exhaustive  statement  is  not  possible, 
but  we  shall  be  glad  to  answer  specific  inquiries  concerning  the 
collection  and  its  contents. 
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Thomas  Traherne: 
A  Chronological  Bibliography

THIS  bibliography  is  chronologically  arranged  as  an  aid  to  the 
study  of  the  history  and  development  of  Traherne  criticism. 
Such  a  study  is  especially  necessary  and  consequential  because, 
in  H.  M.  Margoliouth's  words,  Philip  Traherne's  "editing  and 
changing  of  the  text  is  a  disaster,"  a  disaster  not  always  or  fully 
understood  by  Thomas'  critics  and  editors. 

Most  of  the  entries  under  Part  I,  Traherne's  Published  Works, 
also  contain  critical  material,  such  as  prefaces,  introductions,  and 
notes,  by  writers  other  than  Traherne.  Anthologies  which  are 
not  exclusively  of  Traherne's  work  but  which  do  include  some 
Traherne  work  and  critical  material  on  him  are  listed  under  Part 
II,  Criticism  of  Traherne,  along  with  all  other  critical  studies  of 
Traherne.  Descriptions  of  Traherne's  unpublished  manuscripts 
are  to  be  found  in  items  13,  19,  107,  135,  189,  190,  191,  210, 
233. 

Though  some  omissions  may  have  occurred,  this  bibliography 
has  been  compiled  with  the  intention  of  making  it  as  complete 
and  correct  as  possible  through  1967,  with  the  following  quali- 
fications. Brief,  passing,  or  incidental  references  to  Traherne 
have  been  excluded.  Reviews  have  been  selectively  listed,  with 
very  short  reviews  and  notices  being  excluded.  A  few  items  pub- 
lished after  1967  but  known  or  available  to  the  compiler  before 
press  time  have  also  been  included.

THE  following  list  celebrates  the  survival  of  at  least  sixty 
eighteenth-century  works  of  fiction  written  from  a  non- 
human  point  of  view.  It  also  indicatesthe  strength  of  the  Singer- 
Mendenhall  collection  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Library 
in  this  unusual  genre.  Twenty-seven  of  the  titles  are  to  be  found 
at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  rest  are  located  in  other 
libraries.  The  first  known  edition,  shown  by  the  date  in  the 
margin,  is  the  one  held  by  the  specified  library,  unless  a  later 
imprint  in  parentheses  follows  the  library  symbol. 

Not  many  editions  require  much  annotation,  but  notes  about 
revisions,  editions,  and  translations  are  included  where  they 
seem  important.  In  the  case  of  children's  books  of  this  genre, 
late  in  the  century,  the  publication  date  is  sometimes  approxi- 
mate. The  number  of  volumes  in  the  first  edition,  where  there 
are  more  than  one,  is  given;  as  is  the  place  of  publication,  if 
other  than  London.  Authors  and  dates  identified  later  or  gen- 
erally assumed  are  placed  in  brackets.  Almost  half  the  novels 
remain  anonymous.

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Word  Choice  and  Choice  Words  in 
Faulkner's  Sartoris 

Lois  Muehl* 

Published  in  1929,  into  a  world  where  change  through  crash 
would  force  men  back  from  a  consideration  of  dollars  to  dolors, 
Faulkner's  third  novel,  Sartoris,  is  especially  interesting  to  study 
for  its  lively,  concrete  word  choices.  These  choices  illumine  a 
time  span  from  the  Civil  War  to  1 920,  in  a  region  still  relatively 
unhelped  and  uncorrupted  by  the  smoothing,  conforming  impov- 
erishment which  prosperity  partly  brings,  among  a  people  yet 
sharply  and  unapologetically  distinguished  by  race,  class,  and 
educational  differences. 

Ambitious  to  create  a  literary  place  for  himself,  Faulkner  used 
these  differences  of  time,  region,  and  society,  plus  his  own  unique 
and  growing  artistic  viewpoint  to  make  his  novel  vivid  with 
color  and  authenticity. 

Many  of  his  word  choices  are  so  southern  the  reader  can 
almost  hear  the  drawl.  Although  he  was  too  indirect  a  gardener 
to  know  that  jonquils,  narcissi,  and  gladioli  don't  bloom  at  the 
same  time,  or  that  tulip  bulbs  are  planted  in  fall,  he  did  landscape 
his  literary  Mississippi  with  typical  gum,  locust,  dogwoood,  judas, 
persimmon,  sassafras,  and  mulberry  trees,  and  the  characteristic 
jasmine,  crape  myrtle,  and  wistaria. 

In  one  remembered  Christmas,  he  had  Joby  prod  the  fire  with 
a  "Yankee  musket  barrel."  (An  honored  Confederate  rifle, 
though  old,  would  have  stayed  cherished.)  His  people,  both  rich 
and  poor,  ate  possum,  sweet  potatoes,  and  corn  bread. 

They  spoke  with  degrees  of  dialect  tuned  carefully  to  their 
position  in  life:  the  lower  the  status,  the  more  altered  the  vowels 
and  the  fewer  the  consonants.  Old  Bayard,  Miss  Jenny,  and 
^Jarcissa,  for  example,  are  generally  given  dialogue  precise 
enough  to  suit  the  most  finicky  English  teacher  in  Boston;  Dr. 
Peabody  drops  a  "g"  or  two;  the  MacCallums  and  old  man  Falls 
drop  into  expressions  like  "Git  that  'ere  quilt  tucked  in  over

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there,"  and  "She  was  a  match  fer  any  jest  a  dozen  Yankees,"  or 
"Keepin'  jest  one  cross  tie  ahead  of  the  po'house";  Simon,  the 
Negro  man-of-all-work,  bottom  man  on  the  social  scale,  in  a 
fine  mixture  of  ungrammatical  pride  and  malapropisms,  says, 
"Don't  block  off  no  Sartoris  ca'iage,  black  boy  .  .  .  Block  off  de 
commonality,  ef  you  wants,  but  don't  intervoke  no  equipage 
waitin'  on  Cunnel  or  Miss  Jenny.   Dey  won't  stan'  fer  it." 

Young  Bayard's  detachment  from  the  society  where  he  belongs 
by  birth  is  shown  in  a  slightly  different  speech  pattern.  His  words 
are  as  clear  as  his  father's,  but  he  uses  as  few  as  possible, 
answering  in  monosyllables,  frequently  omitting  the  sentence 
subject,  especially  if  it's  the  personal  "I."  Unlike  Buddy  Mac- 
Callum,  also  returned  from  the  war  but  able  to  talk  about  his 
experiences,  Bayard  acts  as  though  the  fatal  loss  of  his  more 
humane  twin  Johnny,  which  robbed  him  of  his  completed  self, 
also  destroyed  half  his  power  and  willingness  to  speak.  Not  only 
the  leisurely  warmth  of  his  Southernness  (if  he  ever  had  it)  is 
gone;  the  chance  for  any  possible  post-war  growth  is  banished 
too. 

Faulkner  presents  this  double  loss  for  the  South  and  for  his 
characters  at  every  turn  of  description.  The  words  he  applies  to 
the  land  suggest  enervation  and  decay — "somnolent,"  "drowsy," 
"humming  of  insects,"  "miasmic  swamps."  In  the  following  pas- 
sage where  the  reader  first  sees  the  Sartoris  home,  notice  the 
underlined  words,  all  of  which  connote  either  deterioration, 
weakness,  destruction,  threat,  or  futility: 

.  .  .  The  white  simplicity  of  it  dreamed  unbroken  among  ancient 

sunshot  trees.    Wistaria  mounting  one  end  of  the  veranda  had 

bloomed  and  fallen,   and  a  faint  drift  of  shattered  petals  lay 

palely  about  the  dark  roots  of  it  and  about  the  roots  of  a  rose 

trained  on  the  same  frame.    The  rose  was  slowly  but  steadily 

choking  the  other  vine.    It  bloomed  now  thickly  with  buds  no 

bigger  than  a  thumbnail  and  blown  flowers  no  larger  than  silver 

dollars,  myriad,  odorless,  and  unpickable. 

Although  Faulkner  plays  the  Black  chiefly  for  humor  in  this 

earlier  book,  his  awareness  of  the  tragedies  which  shone  in  later 

works  like  Go  Down,  Moses  makes  it  tempting  to  speculate  on 
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the  symbolism  beneath  his  word  choice  here.  It  would  be  easy 
to  read  that  rose  as  the  emergent  flower  of  darker  humanity,  and 
the  paler  choked-off  wistaria  as  the  debilitated  whites.  Certainly 
Faulkner  wrote  consciously  of  the  connections  between  flowers, 
and  colors,  and  symbols.  He  used  the  spiky  red  salvia  bed  in 
Sartoris  to  tie  together  two  distant  wars.  And  in  one  of  Old 
Bayard's  last  conversations  with  Falls,  that  heart-ignoring 
banker  wears  a  linen  suit  and  "a  geranium  like  a  merry  wound." 

Faulkner's  choice  of  metaphor  or  simile  holds  holds  both  dark 
and  light  sides.  Usually  it  is  appropriate,  as  when  he  describes 
the  driver  Suratt's  jug-tilted  drinking  "with  measured  pistonings 
of  his  Adam's  apple";  when  Miss  Jenny  describes  Bayard's  and 
Narcissa's  ignoring  each  other  in  this  way:  "He  treats  her  like  a 
dog  would  treat  a  cut-glass  pitcher,  and  she  looks  at  him  like  a 
cut-glass  pitcher  would  look  at  a  dog";  when  "earth,  that  ancient 
Delilah"  through  her  "sober  rhythms"  manages  to  tame  Bayard 
for  a  temporary  stay  from  violence.  Even  the  startling  simile 
where  Narcissa  "held  her  consciousness  submerged  deliberately, 
as  you  hold  a  puppy  under  water  until  its  struggles  cease,"  is 
right  for  the  prefiguring  of  worry  and  subsequent  fatality  which 
Bayard  is  doomed  to  effect.  With  such  sureness  demonstrated, 
it's  surprising  to  find  a  simile  suddenly  obtruding  because  it 
doesn't  seem  regionally  to  belong.  Horace,  walking  home  at  night 
with  his  sister,  sees  branches  against  a  street  light  "hung  like 
black  coral  in  a  yellow  sea."  Perhaps  this  is  intended  to  show 
us  how  effete,  how  out  of  touch  with  the  basics  in  his  region 
Horace  has  become. 

But  the  debatable  figure  of  speech  jars  precisely  because  Faulk- 
ner has  been  so  successful  in  steeping  us,  through  his  specific  word 
choice,  in  an  inland  Southern  scene.  We've  been  absolutely 
convinced  by  characters  like  Elnora  who  sings  titillating  church 
songs,  or  Montgomery  Ward  Snopes  who  went  off  to  Memphis 
"with  a  plug  of  chewing  tobacco  beneath  his  left  armpit."  The 
long  oration  about  the  mule,  or  the  short  description  of  the  Sar- 
toris Thanksgiving  feast,  which  is  fascinating  to  compare  with 
the  earlier  northern  version  in  J.  F.  Cooper's  The  Pioneers,  also

serve  to  keep  us  aware  that  Faulkner  mined  these  details  from 
the  unique  richness  of  the  Mississippi  he  knew,  mud  to  man. 

Despite  a  tendency  in  Sartoris  to  tack  on  colorful  elements 
not  needed  for  an  artistic  working  of  the  material,  he  repeatedly 
showed  a  capacity  to  compress  a  lifetime  into  a  paragraph  with 
specific  details.   Consider  this  history  of  Virginius  MacCallum: 

.  .  .  In  1861  he  was  sixteen  and  he  had  walked  to  Lexington, 
Virginia,  and  enlisted,  served  four  years  in  the  Stonewall  brigade 
and  walked  back  to  Mississippi  and  built  himself  a  house  and 
got  married.  His  wife's  dot  was  a  clock  and  a  dressed  hog;  his 
own  father  gave  them  a  mule.  His  wife  was  dead  these  many 
years,  and  her  successor  was  dead,  but  he  sat  now  before  the 
fireplace  at  which  that  hog  had  been  cooked,  beneath  the  roof  he 
had  built  in  '66,  and  on  the  mantel  above  him  the  clock  sat, 
deriding  that  time  whose  servant  it  once  had  been.  .  .  . 

This  paragraph  is  characteristic  of  a  technique  Faulkner  liked 
which  I  want  to  take  up  in  a  later  paper — that  of  using  things 
to  introduce  and  characterize  people,  and  to  construct  a  coherent 
form.  It's  sufficient  for  the  moment  to  note  here  another  of  his 
favored  sentence  devices:  advancing  a  direct  narrative  by  ex- 
tended compound  sentences.  If  a  word-analysis  were  made  of 
Faulkner's  style,  probably  the  most  frequently  used  word  would 
prove  to  be  "and."  It  would  be  a  fittmg  basic  word.  He  had  a 
way  of  seeing  life  continuing,  despite  its  individual  hardships 
and  tragedies.  In  Sartoris,  he  demonstrated  that  faith  by  the 
promise  of  Benbow  Sartoris  who  might,  despite  Miss  Jenny's 
warning,  grow  up  to  be  redeemed  through  his  mother's  serenity, 
that  quality  which  Faulkner  singles  out  to  describe  Narcissa. 

A  further  aspect  of  his  careful  word  choice  did  not  depend 
on  his  regionalism.  This  was  his  custom  of  combining  surpris- 
ing words  and  ideas,  usually  in  adjectival  or  adverbial  expres- 
sions, but  quite  often  in  verbs,  and  quite  often  by  inversion  of 
the  expected. 

The  first  category  is  easy  to  note  almost  by  listing:  Old 
Bayard  sits  "furiously  still."  His  house,  in  silence,  is  "richly  des- 
olate"; a  lean  Negro  youth,  standing  beside  a  saddled  mare,  is 
"richly  static."   The  first  Carolina  Bayard  had  a  face  of  "high- 
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hearted  dullness."  Jeb  Stuart's  military  family,  sitting  idle  in  the 
April  darkness,  talk  themselves  into  a  state  of  "savage  nostalgia." 
Bayard's  previous  marriage  was  full  of  "magical  chaos."  The 
shrouded  pieces  of  Sartoris  parlor  furniture  are  "albino  masto- 
dons." Dr.  Alford's  supposedly  life-saving  medical  cabinet  is 
filled  with  "vicious  nickel  gleams."  Belle  is  "cannily  stupid." 
And  Bayard,  at  the  molasses  milling,  is  "fatally  young." 

These  are  often  reversals  of  the  expected  combinations,  elided 
antitheses.  As  such,  they  add  freshness  to  a  narrative  already 
lively  for  other  inclusions. 

Verb  constructions  like  "the  dawn  accomplished  itself,"  or  the 
departing  tea  guests  who  "clotted  again  before  various  mirrors," 
or  Caspey's  stumbling  on  an  "MP  infested"  place  so  that  he  and 
his  other  AWOL  friend  "turned  de  other  way  and  lit  out  walkin'  " 
are  variations  of  the  same  unprosaic  viewpoint. 

But  the  most  noteworthy  and  characteristic  inversion  is  the  one 
which  had  its  source  in  Faulkner's  growing  awareness  of  the  dark 
depths  below  light,  his  dual  conception  of  the  coexistence  of  evil 
with  good.  In  rare  instances,  in  Sartoris,  this  comes  out  in  bitter 
humor.  Simon  says  to  his  rebellious,  chastised  son,  "Whut  us 
niggers  want  ter  be  free  fer,  anyhow?  Ain't  we  got  ez  many 
white  folks  now  ez  we  kin  suppo't?"  More  often,  as  in  Narcissa's 
equating  of  suppressed  consciousness  with  a  drowned  puppy,  the 
tone  is  foreboding. 

This  may  occur  either  in  a  lightly  twinged  way  as  again  when 
Narcissa  "lay  in  her  dark  bed,  quiet,  peaceful,  a  little  too  peaceful 
to  sleep."  Or  it  may  be  shockingly  blunt.  Bayard  found  spring, 
the  sowing  time,  good — the  nearest  season  to  peace  he  was  to 
reach  in  the  whole  story.  But  summer,  which  most  people  at  least 
in  the  North  consider  full  of  all  kinds  of  goods,  which  is  cele- 
brated in  the  song  Summertime  with  the  richly  lazy  phrase  "the 
livin'  is  easy,"  strikes  Bayard  as  the  opposite: 

.  .  .  Then  sowing-time  was  over  and  it  was  summer,  and  he 
found  himself  with  nothing  to  do.  It  was  like  coming  dazed  out 
of  sleep,  out  of  the  warm,  sunny  valleys  where  people  lived  into 
a  region  where  cold  peaks  of  savage  despair  stood  bleakly  above 
the  lost  valleys,  among  black  and  savage  stars. 
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In  selecting  details  and  in  his  larger  structuring,  Faulkner 
turned  a  vision  on  the  South  which  was  not  like  his  neighbors'. 
His  was  both  more  artistic,  more  sensitive  to  nuances,  more  per- 
ceptive and  prophetic  of  true  relations  and  conditions.  He  took 
that  artistry,  sensitivity,  and  perception,  and  translated  his  own 
form  of  quiet  rebellion  into  a  choice  of  words  which  already,  in 
Sartohs,  promised  that  here  might  be  a  self-termed  "Homer  of  the 
cottonfields,"  and  more.

The  alliance  of  the  two  great  clans  of  the  southwest,  Satsuma 
and  Choshu,  gave  decisive  power  to  the  coalition  which  over- 
threw the  Tokugawa  Shogunate  in  1867-1868  and  thus  paved 
the  way  for  the  transformation  of  Japan  during  the  ensuing 
century. 

Western  scholars  have  described  the  political  maneuvers  which 
preceded  the  two  clans'  secret  agreement  in  1866  to  work  to- 
gether against  the  Shogunate/  There  has  been  indication  of 
Western  scholarly  awareness  that  trade  was  an  aspect  of  Satsuma- 
Choshu  relations  in  1866  and  thereafter.-  There  has  been  indi- 
cation of  Japanese  scholarly  awareness  that  trade  was  an  issue 
as  early  as  1857,^  and  may  have  become  an  important  factor  in 
the  formation  of  the  alliance. 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania  Library  has  now  acquired 
microfilm  of  unpublished  original  sources  which  give  much 
information  about  Satsuma-Choshu  trade  in  the  third  quarter  of 
the  nineteenth  century.  These  documents  are  owned  by  Nakano 
Tomonori  of  Nishi  Itchi,  a  town  in  Toyoura  County,  Yamaguchi 
Prefecture.  The  following  are  some  of  the  subjects  on  which 
this  material  sheds  light: 

1 .  The  methods  by  which  the  possibilities  of  Satsuma-Choshu 
trade  were  explored. 

2.  The  nature  of  the  trade:  the  products,  methods,  and  results. 

3.  The  bureacracy  which  administered  the  trade. 

4.  The  attitudes  and  policies  toward  trade  of  Choshu  and 
Satsuma  officials  and  merchants. 

5.  The  intrigues,  maneuvers,  and  negotiations  of  Choshu  and 
Satsuma  officials  and  merchants  in  connection  with  trade. 

The  documents  in  question  were  among  the  records  of  Nakano 

*  These  documents  were  found  by  the  author  and  his  wife  while  carrying  out  a 
project  which  was  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  American  Philosophical 
Society. 
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Hanzaemon,  who  was  the  head  of  the  Nakano  family  in  the 
1850's  and  1860's.  The  Nakanos,  who  were  ndmin  (peasants) 
during  the  Tokugawa  period,  took  up  residence  in  Nishi  Itchi 
early  in  the  seventeenth  century.*  Engaged  in  village  trade  as  well 
as  in  agriculture,  they  acquired  wealth  and  local  power.  Heads 
of  the  family  became  shdya  (village  headmen)  and  at  times  had 
the  rank  of  djdya  (village  group  chiefs).'^  There  is  evidence  that 
Nakano  Hanzaemon  was  active  in  developing  trade  with  other 
domains  at  least  as  early  as  1856.*^  It  is  probable  that  Shiraishi 
Shoichiro,  a  Shimonoseki  merchant,  was  at  that  time  playing  the 
leading  role  in  Choshu  efforts  to  promote  trade  whh  Satsuma." 

In  1861,  Nakano  Hanzaemon  was  appointed  to  the  position  of 
Satsuma  Kdeki  Shihainin  (supervisor  of  trade  with  Satsuma),^ 
and  he  probably  had  a  more  important  voice  than  Shiraishi 
Shoichiro  in  Choshu's  trade  with  Satsuma  during  the  last  seven 
years,  so  crucial  in  Satsuma-Choshu  relations,  of  the  Tokugawa 
period.'-^  Nakano  Hanzaemon  and  Shiraishi  Shoichiro,  both  of 
whom  had  important  loyalist  connections,^^  were  rivals  in  the 
pursuit  of  office,  power,  and  prestige. ^^  Shiraishi  Shoichiro  has 
been  mentioned  by  American  scholars  who  did  not  mention  and 
presumably  were  unaware  of  Nakano  Hanzaemon.^- 

The  Nakano  family  documents  should  add  a  new  dimension 
to  Western  scholarly  knowledge  of  Satsuma-Choshu  relations. 
They  may  add  much  detail  to  and  enrich  Japanese  knowledge  of 
that  subject.  They  may  thus  stimulate  on  both  sides  of  the  water 
reassessment  of  the  Satsuma-Choshu  rapprochement  of  the 
1860's. 

They  may  also  provide  users  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
Library  with  the  opportunity  to  compare  some  of  Satsuma's  and 
Choshu's  economic  and  administrative  policies  with  those  of 
Kaga.  This  may  be  particulary  interesting  since  Satsuma  and 
Choshu  took  the  lead  in  action  against  the  Shogunate,  while 
Kaga,  though  a  powerful  clan,  did  not  commit  itself  until  the  last 
minute  and  played  a  comparatively  minor  part  in  the  Meiji 
Restoration.  The  Nakano  documents  provide  information  about 
a  Choshu  landholder,  who  often  had  village  group  chief  rank,  of

the  late  Tokugawa  period.  In  1957,  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania Library  acquired  records  of  a  landholding  family  whose 
heads  were  village  group  chiefs  in  the  Kaga  domain  in  the  late 
Tokugawa  period. ^^  Even  a  cursory  examination  of  the  Nakano 
material  shows  striking  differences  in  Choshu  and  Kaga  policies. 
Kaga,  for  example,  never  entrusted  peasant  landholders  and 
village  group  chiefs  with  the  authority  in  clan  economic  affairs 
which  was  delegated  to  Nakano  Hanzaemon  of  Nishi  Itchi.

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Kirk-Howells  Collection 

Rudolf  and  Clara  M.  Kirk* 

The  collection  of  books,  manuscripts,  photostats,  and  other 
materials  by  and  about  William  Dean  Howells  given  to  the  Rare 
Book  Room  of  the  Van  Pelt  Library  in  1963  had  its  origin  in  the 
determination  of  the  present  writers  to  fill  a  gap  in  the  series  of 
handy  volumes  devoted  to  American  men  of  letters,  known  as  the 
American  Writers  Series,  edited  by  Harry  Hayden  Clark.  The 
series  had  been  nearly  completed  when  one  of  us  felt  the  need  of 
such  a  volume  on  Howells  as  had  been  prepared  for  some  two 
dozen  other  writers.  When  we  first  began  to  work  towards  this 
book,  we  were  at  Rutgers,  and  the  venerable  librarian.  Dr.  George 
A.  Osbom,  set  about  building  up  the  rather  weak  Howells  shelves 
in  the  Rutgers  University  Library  by  buying  every  Howells  title 
that  came  on  the  market.  At  first  we  were  hesitant  to  buy  for 
ourselves,  but  soon  we  were  caught  by  the  fever  and  purchased 
small  items  as  we  thought  we  needed  them  in  our  home  library. 
We  did  not,  at  this  time,  care  whether  we  had  first  editions  or 
not;  a  text  was  a  text  as  far  as  we  were  concerned.  This  was 
around  1940. 

There  are  now  well  over  two  hundred  volumes  in  the  Kirk- 
Howells  Collection,  as  well  as  five  scrapbooks  of  photographic 
material,  clippings,  and  other  bits,  and  in  addition  there  are  files 
of  articles  and  reviews  by  Howells  scholars,  and  a  large  drawer 
of  photostatic  material,  including  a  number  of  cartoons  of 
Howells.  Some  twenty-five  or  more  old  issues  of  Harper's,  the 
Atlantic  Monthly,  and  Century  Magazine,  containing  Howells' 
writings,  are  also  on  the  shelves,  and  a  film  of  the  Howells-James 
correspondence  which  is  in  the  Houghton  Library,  Harvard. 
These  letters  may  be  studied,  but  no  further  use  may  be  made  of 
them  without  permission  from  Harvard.  Anyone  wishing  more 
detailed  information  concerning  the  contents  of  this  collection 
may  write  to  Dr.  Neda  M.  Westlake  for  xeroxed  copies  of  the 
book  titles.  Articles  and  photostats  are  not  included  on  the  list, 
but  they  are  noted  in  the  catalogue  in  the  Rare  Book  Room.

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In  the  1940's  books  by  Howells  were  plentiful  in  the  second- 
hand book  shops,  though  it  was  frequently  necessary  to  seek  them 
tucked  away  on  dusty  shelves  and  in  dark  comers.  The  dealers 
were  glad  to  dispose  of  what  they  had  at  extremely  modest  prices. 
The  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  The  Rise  of  Silas  Lapham  in  our 
collection  was  secured  for  one  dollar.  And  so  our  Howells  library 
grew  until  we  retired  from  Rutgers  in  1963.  At  that  time,  our 
friend  Robert  E.  Spiller,  Professor  of  American  Literature  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  suggested  that  we  present  all  our 
Howells  books  and  other  materials  to  the  Van  Pelt  Library. 

Of  course  the  Collection  contains  most  of  the  books  that  have 
been  written  on  Howells.  These  secondary  titles  need  not  be 
named,  because  they  may  be  assumed  by  anyone  who  wishes  to 
use  the  Collection,  or  they  may  be  found  in  the  main  stacks  of 
the  Van  Pelt  Library.  It  is  appropriate  to  mention,  however, 
several  important  bibliographies.  Two  copies  of  the  Bibliography 
of  Howells  compiled  by  William  M.  Gibson  and  George  Arms 
(1948)  may  be  worth  consulting,  because  on  their  margins  we 
have  jotted  many  notes  on  new  items,  often  found  in  out-of-the- 
way  newspapers  and  magazines.  Also  into  each  copy  the  letter 
'K"  has  been  entered  opposite  all  of  the  items  in  the  Kirk-Howells 
Collection.  Since  many  of  our  books  are  not  first  editions,  the 
dates  of  these  later  editions  are  inserted  as  warnings  to  those 
who  may  consult  them.  In  addition  to  this  standard  Bibliography 
of  Howells,  there  is  the  remarkable  sales  Catalogue  prepared  by 
Mr.  John  S.  Van  E.  Kohn  of  Seven  Gables  Bookshop,  New  York 
City,  the  first  general  listing  by  any  bookstore,  we  believe,  and  a 
valuable  research  tool. 

Several  other  bibliographies  should  be  named,  as  they  will  be 
of  use  to  readers.  The  Howells  books  in  the  C.  Waller  Barrett 
collection  in  the  Alderman  Library  of  the  University  of  Virginia 
are  admirably  listed  in  a  brochure  (1959),  compiled  by  Fannie 
Mae  Elliott  and  Lucy  Clark,  naming  the  holdings  in  the  Barrett 
Library  of  Howells  material.  Since  the  bibliographies  just  men- 
tioned include  only  first  and  other  early  editions  of  Howells' 
works  (except  for  a  short  list  of  secondary  sources  in  Gibson  and 
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Arms),  we  should  also  name  the  bibliography  in  Representative 
Selections  of  William  Dean  Howells  (edited  by  Clara  M.  and 
Rudolf  Kirk)  in  the  American  Writers  Series.  This  bibliography 
was  prepared  by  George  Arms  and  brought  the  list  of  books  and 
articles  about  Howells  down  to  1950.  It  was  later  (1961 )  some- 
what revised  by  the  editors  for  the  paperback  edition  of  Repre- 
sentative Selections. 

In  1951  we  conceived  the  idea  of  issuing  a  small  mimeo- 
graphed newssheet  for  Howellsians.  After  the  first  number  was 
distributed,  this  pamphlet  was  dignified  by  the  name  of  The 
Howells  Sentinel,  and  continued  for  some  six  numbers  as  an 
occasional  purveyor  of  small  items  for  those  interested  in  W.  D. 
Howells.  (A  seventh  number  has  appeared  under  another  editor- 
ship.) The  special  feature  that  gave  value  to  this  periodical  was 
the  bibliography  of  books  and  articles  on  Howells  that  were 
constantly  coming  out.  These  listings  were  prepared  by  George 
Arms. 

Two  or  three  numbers  of  the  Sentinel  contained  brief  notes  of 
newly  discovered  material.  The  most  valuable  of  these  notes  is 
probably  the  account  of  the  festschrift  presented  to  Abraham 
Cahan  (1910),  the  editor  of  the  Daily  Forward,  3.  Jewish  news- 
paper published  in  New  York.  Cahan  had  come  to  this  country 
from  Russia  as  a  young  man,  and  because  of  his  unusual  talents 
as  a  writer  and  his  forceful  personality,  he  had  taken  his  place  in 
the  Jewish  community  as  a  leader.  He  admired  Howells'  writing  im- 
mensely and,  as  a  result  of  a  favorable  review  Howells  had  written 
of  his  novel  Yekl  for  the  New  York  World  (July  26,  1896),  had 
come  to  know  him  personally.  As  a  contribution  to  the  festschrift, 
a  section  from  the  review  had  been  translated  into  Yiddish  and 
inserted  over  Howells'  name.  This  essay  of  three  pages  was  repro- 
duced in  facsimile  in  the  Sentinel.  The  Cahan  volume,  we  be- 
lieve, is  the  rarest  book  in  the  collection,  if  not  the  most  read- 
able— at  least  for  those  whose  Yiddish  is  rusty! 

Perhaps  the  most  delightful  book  on  our  shelves,  from  a 
romantic  point  of  view,  is  a  small  volume  of  poetry.  A  good 
many  years  ago  we  were  pleased  to  find  in  a  second-hand  cata- 
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logue  a  copy  of  Poems  of  Two  Friends  (1860),  the  first  book  to 
be  published  by  two  young  men,  John  James  Piatt  and  W.  D. 
Howells.  Here,  as  Howells  was  to  put  it,  they  "risked  pubUca- 
tion"  of  a  small  delicately  produced  volume  of  poems  recently 
published  in  the  Atlantic  Monthly,  the  Saturday  Press,  and  other 
periodicals.  The  reviewer  for  the  New  York  Post  was  not  suffi- 
ciently charmed;  he  irritated  Piatt  by  referring  to  the  young  men 
as  "Bardlings,"  but  their  book  gave  these  budding  poets  a  great 
thrill,  nonetheless.  Many  years  later,  when  he  was  old  and 
distinguished,  Howells  was  to  tell  us  that  the  pretty  little  book  did 
not  sell,  and  for  his  part  he  was  too  shy  to  give  a  copy  to  anyone. 
Piatt,  however,  distributed  a  few  copies  among  his  relatives  and 
friends.  The  one  now  in  the  Rutgers  University  Library  he  gave 
to  "Grandma."  Another  copy,  Hsted  by  Mr.  Kohn,  he  presented 
years  later  to  his  cousin  Mary  E.  Scott,  January  1,  1869.  The 
copy  in  the  Kirk  Collection  he  sent  as  a  Christmas  gift  to  Miss 
Sarah  M.  Bryan,  from  "her  friend  and  admirer."  We  need  hardly 
add  that  Mr.  Piatt  and  Miss  Bryan,  hke  the  hero  and  heroine  of  a 
Howells  novel,  were  soon  happily  married,  and  embarked  on  a 
long  and  contented  life  together.  We  had  the  good  fortune  to 
come  to  know  their  son,  Mr.  Cecil  M.  Piatt,  and  have  in  our  Col- 
lection a  copy  of  a  curious  book  edited  by  his  father,  The  Hes- 
perian Tree,  A  Souvenir  of  the  Ohio  Valley.  Mr.  Piatt  inscribed 
the  book  for  us  in  April,  1947. 

Mr.  John  Kohn  has  been  a  most  helpful  guide  to  us  in  securing 
books,  for  whenever  a  birthday  came  around,  he  could  be  counted 
on  to  have  a  pleasant  suggestion  for  an  addition  to  our  private 
Howells  shelves.  On  one  such  occasion  he  proposed  the  Poems 
of  George  Pellew  ( 1 893 ) ,  with  an  introduction  by  W.  D.  Howells. 
It  proved  to  be  a  reprint  (except  for  the  opening  sentence)  of  an 
essay  Howells  wrote  for  the  September,  1892,  issue  of  Cosmo- 
politan Magazine,  as  a  foreword  to  three  sonnets  by  Pellew. 
These  sonnets,  under  different  titles,  reappeared  in  the  volume 
of  Pellew's  Poems.  Howells  had  already  reviewed  two  books  by 
Pellew  in  Harper's  Monthly  Magazine  —  In  Castle  and  Cabin 
(October,  1888),  and  TA^  Life  of  John  Jay  (September,  1890). 
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His  essay  on  Pellew's  poetry  was  a  sort  of  memorial  to  the  gifted 
young  man  who  had  recently  died.  The  volume  in  our  Collection 
bears  the  bookplate  of  George  Pellew.  A  brief  printed  folder, 
concerning  Henry  E.  Pellew,  the  father  of  George,  slipped  be- 
tween the  pages  of  this  book,  gives  an  account  of  the  poet's  dis- 
tinguished family.  Also  tipped  into  the  volume  are  three  holo- 
graph letters,  one  from  Howells  to  Pellew  (December  14,  1886), 
another  from  Lowell  to  Pellew  (March  7,  1888),  and  the  third 
from  T.  S.  Perry  to  the  mother  of  Pellew  (May  23,  1892), 
written  after  the  death  of  her  son.  These  three  letters  invite 
annotation.  We  hereby  urge  anyone  with  a  curiosity  as  to  the 
relationship  between  Howells  and  Pellew  to  study  the  letters 
inserted  into  the  copy  of  the  Poems  in  our  Collection.  We  believe 
that  no  one  has  so  far  looked  into  this  friendly  exchange  between 
the  older  and  the  younger  writer  whose  promise  Howells  was 
quick  to  recognize. 

Since  copies  of  British  editions  of  Howells'  novels  are  hard  to 
come  by,  we  ought  to  mention  the  fourteen  volumes  supplied  us 
by  John  Kohn.  These  pocket-size  books  are  bound  in  cream- 
colored  vellum  and  make  a  most  attractive  appearance  on  the 
shelf.  Six  titles  in  eight  volumes  are  dated  1882;  two  titles  in 
four  volumes,  1883;  and  The  Rise  of  Silas  Lapham  in  two  vol- 
umes, 1885.  Mr.  Kohn  also  drew  to  our  attention  another 
little-known  publication,  George  Fuller,  His  Life  and  Works 
(1886),  a  memorial  volume  to  one  of  the  first  American  Impres- 
sionists, beautifully  illustrated  with  numerous  steel  engravings  of 
Fuller's  paintings,  for  which  Howells  wrote  a  biographical  sketch. 
Howells  knew  Fuller  personally  and  had  often  watched  him 
working  over  his  canvasses  in  his  studio  on  Tremont  Street, 
Boston.  Had  he  himself  been  a  painter  rather  than  a  novelist, 
Howells  observed,  he  beheved  his  work  would  be  more  Uke  that 
of  Fuller  than  any  other  artist. 

Five  large  black  scrapbooks  are  included  in  this  Collection 
and  the  items  inserted  into  them  over  the  last  twenty-five  or  thirty 
years  sometimes  cast  an  oblique  hght  on  the  less  known  sides  of 
Howells'  long  life.   The  first  contains  stories,  poems,  essays  by 
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Howells,  as  well  as  newspaper  and  magazine  clippings  about  him. 
These  were  casually  assembled  by  Miss  Mary  Magruder,  a  cousin, 
who  was  one  of  the  true  and  original  Howells  fans  of  the  1 890's. 
We  knew  her  as  an  elderly  retired  teacher,  living  in  a  small  house 
in  Sandy  Spring,  Maryland,  and  we  were  deUghted  when,  at  her 
death  in  1940,  she  left  to  us  her  Howells  excerpts,  all  neatly 
sewed  together  with  white  thread.  This  Quaker  settlement  evi- 
dently took  the  Howells  novels  very  seriously,  for  another  cousin 
presented  us  with  a  letter  written  to  her  father  by  W.  D.  Howells, 
in  which  he  attempted  to  justify  the  name  "Lydia  Blood"  bestowed 
upon  the  heroine  of  The  Lady  of  the  Aroostook.  (See  p.  cxxxv  of 
our  Introduction  to  Representative  Selections. ) 

Scrapbook  II  reflects,  pictorially,  the  life  of  Howells  from  his 
childhood  in  Ohio  through  his  association  with  the  Atlantic 
Monthly.  To  us,  it  brings  up  memories  of  a  trip  made  many 
years  ago  through  Ohio  to  the  half-dozen  Howells  towns  in  that 
state.  We  attempted  to  gather  together  newspaper  illustrations,- 
news  items,  and  local  souvenirs  of  the  homes  Howells  lived  in, 
and  of  the  old  printing  office  of  the  Sentinel,  still  standing.  We 
interviewed  old-timers,  including  one  of  Howells'  nephews,  who 
presented  us  with  a  brief  note  written  by  his  uncle,  and  obtained 
snap-shots  of  the  various  Howells  homes. 

Scrapbook  III  traces  Howells'  grander  New  York  life.  The 
much-photographed  Dean  is  here  seen  at  the  Mark  Twain  70th 
Birthday  Party,  strolling  in  Central  Park,  and  seated  at  his  desk 
for  an  interview.  During  this  period  he  not  only  handsomely 
adorned  the  cover  of  Harper  s  Weekly,  but  was  also  fair  game  for 
the  cartoonist.  Scrapbook  IV  carries  Howells  to  Kittery  and 
York  Harbor  in  Maine,  and  back  to  his  later  haunts  in  New  York. 
Several  holograph  letters  of  Howells  himself  (of  no  particular 
importance)  are  scattered  through  these  pages,  as  well  as  letters 
to  us  from  various  members  of  the  Howells  family.  The  last  of 
our  scrapbooks  contains  more  recent  mementos  of  our  various 
trips  from  Boston  to  Los  Angeles,  for  we  are  still  traveUng  and 
still  collecting.  The  last  entry  is  the  handsome  announcement  of 
"A  Selected  Edition  of  the  Writings  of  W.  D.  Howells"  issued  by 
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the  Indiana  University  Press.    The  first  three  volumes  of  this 
series  are  already  catalogued  and  on  the  shelves  of  our  Collection. 

In  Drawer  85  of  the  Map  Case  of  the  Rare  Book  Collection 
are  deposited  the  photostatic  sheets  we  have  used  in  connection 
with  various  Howells  undertakings.  We  have  arranged  these 
large  sheets  into  three  main  groups:  1)  Comments  on  Howells; 
2)  Articles,  editorials,  and  reviews,  by  Howells;  3)  Letters  to 
and  from  Howells.  Though  most  of  this  material  is  available 
elsewhere,  it  is  in  many  instances  difficult  to  get  at,  and  hence  it 
is  frequently  overlooked  by  younger  Howells  students  embarking 
on  the  enormous  task  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  range  of 
writing  by  and  about  their  author.  Who,  for  example,  would 
think  of  examining  the  June,  1908,  issue  of  The  Book  News 
Monthly  for  an  interesting  article  about  Howells  by  his  long-time 
friend  and  editor,  Henry  Mills  Alden?  Again,  we  found,  by 
chance,  an  editorial  in  the  New  York  Times  of  May  11,  1901, 
entitled  "  'Romanticistic'  vs.  'Poetic'  "  which  proved  to  be  an 
examination  of  Howells'  literary  ideas.  Many  a  choice  item 
still  lies  hidden  in  The  Brooklyn  Daily  Eagle,  the  Boston  Evening 
Transcript,  The  Spectator,  and  other  journals — we  have  gathered 
together  only  a  fair  sampling  in  our  Collection. 

We  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  many  libraries  in  the  country 
contain  unexplored  Howells  material,  both  printed  and  in  manu- 
script. On  our  way  to  Chicago  several  years  ago,  for  instance,  we 
were  shown  an  unlisted  letter  from  Howells  to  George  W.  Curtis, 
which  had  been  slipped  into  a  copy  of  T.  B.  Aldrich's  book.  The 
Ballad  of  Babie  Bell  ( 1 859),  now  in  the  Rare  Book  Room  of  the 
Washington  University  Library.  To  explain  the  significance  of 
this  letter,  we  went  on  a  chase,  which  lasted  most  of  the  winter, 
through  the  pamphlets  in  the  Newberry  Library  of  Chicago,  and 
the  Howells-Curtis  correspondence  in  the  Houghton  Library  at 
Harvard  University.  Material  which  was  assembled  while  work- 
ing on  this  and  other  studies  has  been  placed  in  our  Howells 
Collection. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  librarians  of  the  Van  Pelt  Library  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  not  only  for  housing  and  cataloguing 
our  books  and  manuscripts,  but  also  for  making  our  stay  in  that 
beautiful,  new,  air-conditioned  Library  so  very  agreeable.  We 
wish  especially  to  express  our  thanks  to  Dr.  Neda  Westlake  and 
to  Dr.  L.  C.  Rudolph.
